DUBLIN   N.   H., 

Foe  the  Tear  Ending  Feb.  15,  1894. 


In  submitting  our  annual  report,  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say 
that  in  most  respects,  the  schools  of  the  town  have  been  as  good  during 
this  year  as  during  any  like  period  in  recent  times.  The  teachers  have 
been  faithful  and  efficient,  and  on  the  whole,  taking  the  year  through, 
the  schools  have  a  high  average  in  respect  to  order,  deportment, 
regularity  of  attendance,  the  studies  pursued,  and  the  results 
achieved. 

At  the  outset  it  was  decided  that  a  new  experiment  should  be  tried ; 
that,  if  possible,  without  increasing  the  expenditures,  more  weeks  of 
schooling  should  be  made  accessible,  at  least  to  the  more  advanced 
pupils.  To  that  end,  during  the  second  term  but  three  of  the  six 
schools  were  to  be  in  session  at  the  same  time,  so  that  the  older  boys 
and  girls  might,  by  taking  advantage  of  the  two  schools  nearest  them, 
have  the  benefit  of  two  schools  instead  of  one.  The  experiment  has 
been  fairly  successful.  The  parents  generally  have  grasped  the  situa- 
tion, and  have  co-operated  with  the  board  to  give  their  children  the 
increased  advantages  offered  them.  Of  course,  the  main  benefits  of 
the  scheme  are  the  economy  in  expenditure  and  multiplication  of  edu- 
cational privileges.  But  there  are  also  other  advantages.  One  would 
be,  if  the  plan  were  fully  carried  out,  that  we  should  be  able  to  com- 
mand the  services  of  more  experienced  teachers,  as  only  three  teachers 
would  be  required  during  the  year.  Another  advantage  is  that,  by  a 
little  management,  the  scholars  from  one  school  can  accompany  the 
teachers  to  the  other,  and  the  studies  begun  can  be  pursued  under  the 
same  tuition,  to  the  great  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

In  so  far  as  this  exj)eriinent  has  failed  to  realize  the  hopes  and 
expectations  of  the  board,  the  failure  has  been  due  to  two  causes. 
(1)  Lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  and  others  in  regard  to  the 
advanced  instruction  of  their  children.  There  is,  perhaps,  no  one 
thing  that  sets  the  seal  of  civilization  and  enlightenment  to  a  com- 
munity so  conclusively  as  its  interest  iji  education.  And  if  the  im- 
portance of  education  is  adequately  realized  no  sacrifice  is  too  great 
for  the  parents  to  make  to  give  the  rising  generation  every  possible 
advantage  in  the  enjoyment  of  school  opportunities.  But  when,  as  is 
sometimes  the  case,  the  highest  ambition  of  the  parent  is  that  the 
boy  or  girl   may  become   passably  well   acquainted  with   the   barest 


rudiments  merely,  then  the  atmosphere  of  the  home  is  such  as  to  dis- 
courage all  advancement  on  the  part  of  the  pupil  and  to  render  nuga- 
tory the  most  strenuous  efforts  of  the  school  board,  and  to  make  the 
most  lavish  expenditure  of  money  comparatively  barren  of  results. 
No  good  thing  can  be  had  vrithout  paying  for  it,  or  if  it  is  so  obtained 
it  ceases  to  be  a  good  and  degenerates  into  an  evil.  It  is  oftentimes  a 
hard,  a  difficult  matter,  to  keep  the  children  in  school.  And,  espe- 
cially, the  experiment  of  doubling  up  the  schools  could  not  be  a 
complete  success  without  great,  self-sacrificing  effort  on  the  part  of 
parents.  (2)  Another  cause  of  comparative  failure  was  the  destruc- 
tion, by  Are,  of  No.  6  school  house,  which  compelled  the  permament 
discontinuance  of  one  school  and  the  consequent  partial  disarrange- 
ment of  our  plans  for  the  term.  That  the  plan  has  succeeded  so  well 
as  it  has  is  due  to  the  devotion  of  many  parents  to  the  permanent  wel- 
fare of  their  children,  the  determination  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

In  consequence  of  large  appropriations  for  other  purposes,  the  town 
at  the  last  school  meeting  declined  to  make  any  appropriation  for  the 
repair  of  the  school  houses  during  the  current  year.  The  consequence 
is  that  our  buildings  are  not  in  as  good  condition  as  they  ought  to  be. 
Some  slight  repairs  have  been  made,  by  the  economical  employment 
of  the  5  per  cent,  allowed  the  board  for  expenditure  for  this  purpose. 
At  No.  1,  new  closets  have  been  constructed,  at  an  expense  of  forty- 
seven  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents  ($47.71).  At  Nos.  2,  3  and  5  slight 
repairs  have  been  made,  for  details  of  cost  of  which  reference  is  made 
to  the  report  of  the  district  treasurer.  Considerable  repairs  are 
needed  on  nearly  all  of  the  houses  in  the  immediate  future,  as  a 
measure  of  economy,  as  well  as  a  means  of  comfort  and  comeliness. 

On  the  morning  of  Sept.  21,  school  house  No.  6  was  burned  to  the 
ground.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  accidentally  set  on  fire  by 
tramps,  but  there  has  no  information  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
board  which  enables  them  to  fix  the  resijonsibility  upon  any  special 
individual.  All  of  the  books  and  paraphernalia  of  the  school  room 
were  saved  by  the  praiseworthy  efforts  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shay,  who 
were  the  first  on  the  ground,  and  at  considerable  personal  risk,  forced 
open  a  window  of  the  burning  structure  and  rescued  its  valuable 
contents.  This  catastrophe  rendered  necessary  some  provision  for  the 
school  privileges  of  those  thus  deprived.  After  the  discussion  of 
several  plans  and  suggestions,  it  was  determined  to  consolidate  No.  6 
with  No.  5,  which  plan  was  carried  into  effect,  a  successful  school 
year  for  the  combined  schools  having  been  the  result. 

WRITING   SCHOOLS. 
Penmanship  is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  accom- 
plishments.     No  apology  is,  therefore,  needed  to  justify  the  expendi- 
ture which   has  been   made  for  writing  schools   during   the  present 


school  year.  Mr.  Henry  D.  Allison,  one  of  our  own  townsmen  who  is 
eminently  skilled  in  this  department,  was  engaged  at  a  moderate  com- 
pensation, to  give  a  six  days'  course  in  penmanship  in  each  of  the  five 
school  houses  of  the  town.  The  first  week's  session  was  at  No.  3, 
where  33  scholars  of  various  ages,  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity offered.  The  second  week  was  at  No.  1,  giving  instruction  to 
41  different  pupils.  At  No.  5,  where  the  third  week's  session  was 
held,  only  about  a  dozen  children  were  accommodated;  while  at  No.  4, 
the  scene  of  the  fourth  week's  operations,  20  received  instruction.  No 
report  of  the  week  at  No.  2  is  now  possible,  as  this  report  is  submitted 
before  that  week  expires.  But,  in  all  of  the  schools  where  this  extra 
term  has  been  held,  it  is  agreed  by  all  who  have  examined  the  work 
done,  that  great,  and  in  some  cases,  wonderful  improvement  has 
resulted.  The  large  attendance  and  great  interest  have  been  very 
gratifying  to  all  interested.

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 
No.  1,  has  been  in  charge  of  the  same  efficient  and  conscientious 
teacher  during  the  year.  There  has  been  constant  improvement  in  the 
order,  attention  and  proficiency  of  the  school  since  it  came  under  his 
administration.  The  excellent  work  done  here,  the  esprit  de  corps 
aroused,  and  the  important  results  achieved,  forms  an  instructive  com- 
mentary ujjon  the  policy  of  securing  good  teachers  and  holding  on  to 
thein  as  long  as  possible.  A  change,  though  often  necessary,  is  never 
desirable  for  the  mere  sake  of  change.  Other  things  being  equal,  a 
teacher  who  has  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his  pui^ils,  will 
secure  increasingly  better  results,  from  the  cumulative  effects  of  con- 
tinued, consecutive  effort.  One  of  the  most  important  contributary 
causes  of  the  increased  proficiency  of  this  school  is  the  evident  interest 
of  the  whole  community  in  its  welfare,  evinced  in  various  ways,  but 
more  particularly,  by  the  many  visitors  who  have  attended  its  ses- 
sions, and  almost  thronged  its  examinations. 


SCHOOL. 
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No.  2.  The  first  term  of  this  school  was  under  the  charge  of  a 
young  and  inexperienced  teacher.  In  many  respects  it  was  a  success. 
In  other  respects,  there  were  not  tliose  evidences  of  progress  that  ati 
older  and  more  experienced  teacher  would  have  attained.  The  exam- 
ination, though  evidently  disappointing  to  the  teacher,  gave  fairly 
good  satisfaction  to  the  board  and  evinced  substantial  advance.  The 
second  term  was,  in  almost  every  particular,  one  of  the  best.  The 
teacher  showed  great  tact  in  gaining  the  good  will  and  arousing  the 
interest  of  the  pupils,  and  considerable  ability  in  the  important  work 
of  her  vocation.  Energy  and  enthusiasm  are  among  the  most  impor- 
tant of  these  qualifications,  and  these,  being  imparted  to  the  scholars, 
decided  improvement  all  along  the  line  was  the  result.  The  interest 
of  the  parents  here,  also  is  evident,  and  commendable. 

No.  3.  This  school  has  been  quite  unfortunate  the  past  year.  In 
the  fir^t  place,  it  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  the  efficient  teacher,  who 
for  two  or  more  years  had  led  her  pupils  up  the  steep  sides  of  the  hill 
of  science.  Miss  Baldwin  consented,  on  short  notice,  to  fill  the  breach 
caused  by  Miss  Allison's  illness.  ,  Under  all  the  circumstances,  her 
brief  term  was  a  complete  success.  The  second  term  of  ten  weeks  was 
undertaken  by  the  young  lady  who  had  shown  so  much  energy  and 
skill  at  No.  2.  But  the  ill  fortune  of  the  scliool  still  pursued  it,  for 
after  eight  weeks  she  was  rendered  hors  du  combat  by  an  attack  of  la 
gi'ippe,  leaving  the  term  to  be  finished  at  the  experienced  hands  of 
Mr.  Fisk. 

No.  4.  The  twenty  weeks  of  school  which  this  school  has  enjoyed 
this  year,  are  among  the  best  the  town  has  ever  experienced.  In 
every  respect — native  endowment,  equipment,  experience  and  moral 
purpose — Miss  Adams  is  eminently  fitted  for  the  work  of  a  teacher. 
The  examination,  which  was  attended  by  many  of  the  parents,  discov- 
ered great  progress  all  along  the  line.  Uncommon  proficiency  was 
manifested  in  reading  and  spelling,  as  well  as  in  the  higher  branches 
of  grammar,  arithmetic,  algebra,  book  keeping  and  physiology.  We 
were  particularly  gratified  by  the  progress  made  by  the  younger  and 
less  advanced  scholars,  as  it  showed  that  special  attention  had  been 
given  to  those  less  able  to  help  themselves.  In  this  school,  too,  the 
presence  of  visitors,  both  at  examinations  and  during  the  term, 
evinced  that  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  young  which  augurs  well  of 
the  future. 

No.  5.  The  first  term  of  this  school  was  in  charge  of  the  same 
teacher  that  had  taught  here  the  preceding  year.  The  examination 
showed  that  she  had  been  earnest  and  faithful,  the  youngest  pupils  in 
particular  making  great  progress  under  her  administration.  The 
second  term,  after  consolidation  with  No.  6,  was  under  the  tuition  of 
an  inexperienced  teacher;  but  as  she  possesses  considerable  natural 
talent  for  the  occupation,  the  results  on  the  whole,  were  very  good. 
The  third  term  of  No.  5,  and  the  second  of  the  consolidated  schools, 
was  in  charge  of  the  same  well-qualified  instructor  who  gave  such 
eminent  satisfaction  at  No.  4.  But  after  eight  weeks  of  equally  satis- 
factory work,  sickness  in  her  family  compelled  the  relinquishment  of 
the  undertaking,  and  the  term  closed  without  an  examination. 

No.  6.  The  first  term  was  measurably  satisfactory,  and  many  of 
the  pupils  made  considerable  progress.  The  second  term  began  under 
the  best  possible  auspices — an  experienced  and  faithful  teacher — the 
children  manifesting  unwonted  interest  and  enthusiasm,  when  the 
school  house  was  burned,  and  the  teacher,  to  the  regret  of  all,  de- 
clined to  follow  the  school  to  its  new  quarters,  at  No.  5.
